I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  information 
and  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
General  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1949. 

The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
Memorandum  and  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  reveals  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  been 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

Vila!  Statistics. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  13.71  per  1,000  of 
population,  which  showed  a  decrease  from  that  for  the 
previous  year  (19.35  per  1,000)  and  also  from  that  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales  (16.7  per  1,000).  This  decrease  was  common 
throughout  the  country  and  may  bear  some  relation  to  the 
vexed  problem  of  housing. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  10.61  per  1,000  of 
population,  being  less  than  that  recorded  for  the  preceding 
vear  (13.9  per  1,000)  and  below  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(11.7  per  1,000). 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease,  which 
accounted  for  26.8%  of  the  total  deaths.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  81.7%  of  these  had  attained  the  age  of  65  years  and 
upwards.  Cancer  accounted  for  21.1%,  and  cerebral 
haemorrhage  9.7%  of  the  total  deaths.  Infant  mortality 
showed  a  clean  sheet,  not  a  single  death  having  occurred 
during  the  year.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
32  per  1,000  live  births. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  notified;  84,  as  compared  with  11  in  the  preceding 
year.  Most  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  nature  and  free  from 
complications,  and  occurred  during  the  months  of  March  and 
April,  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years  being 
mostly  affected.  Whooping  cough  was  noticeable  by  its 
absence,  not  a  single  case  having  been  notified  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  which  was  a  welcome  contrast  to  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  when  31  cases  were  notified.  It  was 
gratifying  to  note  that  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Borough,  which  goes  to  prove,  if  proof  were  needed, 
the  efficacy  of  immunisation  as  a  preventive  measure.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  the  percentage  of  immunised  children 


under  15  years  of  age  in  the  Borough  was  1^2%  One  case 
of  acute  polio-myelitis  occurred  in  a  boy  aged  three.  The 
case  was  sent  to  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  and 
recovered,  the  disease  leaving  one  of  the  limbs  paralysed. 
Judging  from  the  history  of  the  case  it  would  seem  that  the 
infection  was  contracted  outside  the  Borough.  How  this 
virus  infection  is  spread  is  conjectural,  but  there  would  appear 
to  be  some  evidence  that  carriers,  such  as  are  met  with  in 
diphtheria  and  enteric  fever,  play  an  important  role  in  the 
transmission  of  the  disease.  Polio-myelitis  is  no  new  disease, 
and  has  probably  been  in  evidence  for  many  hundreds  of 
years.  It  occurs  in  all  parts  of  the  globe,  irrespective  of 
temperature  or  race.  The  fact  that  in  many  instances  of  the 
disease  the  home  and  school  contacts  do  not  contract  the 
disease  is  suggestive  of  an  acquired  immunity  amongst  the 
contacts,  and  may  explain  the  sporadic  cases  that  occur  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  The  virus  has  been  recovered 
from  sewage  and  sewage  contaminated  water,  and  may  occur 
on  unwashed  fruit  and  vegetables,  and  flies  have  been  found 
to  harbour  it  and  may  transmit  the  infection  from  place  to 
place.  The  virus  is  excreted  from  the  human  body  via  the 
respiratory  tract  or  bowel.  Infantile  paralysis  is  a  misnomer, 
as  the  disease  attacks  adults  just  as  often  as  children.  So 
far  we  have  no  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  this  infec¬ 
tion  beyond  the  usual  quarantine  measures,  and  until  we 
possess  a  prophylactic  such  as  we  possess  for  smallpox, 
enteric  fever,  cholera,  typhus,  and  diphtheria,  we  can  only 
rely  on  these  precautionary  measures  and  hope  for  the  best. 
Polio-myelitis  is  a  seasonal  disease,  occurring  mostly  in  the 
summer  months,  with  peak  periods  in  July  and  August.  If 
is  regrettable  that  so  much  sensational  publicity  is  given  to 
this  disease,  as  it  only  produces  apprehension  and  fear 
amongst  the  community,  two  important  ingredients  in  the 
forging  of  the  weak  link  in  the  chain  of  body  resistance. 
After  all,  more  children  are  killed  on  the  roads  during  the 
year  than  by  this  disease. 

General. 

With  my  Report  is  incorporated  the  Report  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector,  Mr.  Douglas,  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
in  the  Borough.  It  contains  much  interesting  matter,  and 
shows  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  carried  out  this  branch 
of  work  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  once  again  I 
convey  to  him  my  gratitude  for  his  assistance  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  the  course  of  my  duties.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals: 

(a)  General:  There  is  no  general  hospital  in  the  Borough. 
Cases  requiring  treatment  are  largely  dealt  with  at  the 
Ramsgate  General  Hospital,  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital  situated  at  Canterbury,  and  the  Victoria  Hos¬ 
pital,  Deal.  After  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Hospital  and 
Specialist  services  came  under  the  administration  of  the 
South-East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
which  is  responsible  for  all  Hospitals  in  the  County. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases:  Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring 
in  the  Borough  are  sent  to  either  Haine,  Canterbury,  or 
Dover  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

(1)  For  infectious  cases:  Cases  are  removed  by  ambulances 
attached  to  the  different  Hospitals. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  now  provides  a  comprehensive  service  with  depots 
at  Ramsgate,  Canterbury,  Deal,  and  Dover. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes: 

There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  provides 
an  excellent  service  for  the  area.  Two  midwives  reside  in 
the  Borough. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare: 

The  Centre  at  the  Masonic  Hall  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease: 

This  service  now  comes  under  the  administration  of  the 
South-Eastern  Hospital  Board.  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at 
Ramsgate,  Deal,  Canterbury,  and  Dover.  Clinics  for  the 
treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  at  Margate  General 
Hospital,  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  and  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  Dover. 

Laboratory  Facilities:  • 

Clinical  material  is  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory, 
as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc.

Water: 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  derived  from  the 
Corporation’s  Water  Works,  situated  at  Woodnesborough,  in 
the  Eastry  Rural  District.  From  a  deep  well  some  200,000 
gallons  of  water  is  pumped  every  24  hours,  and  is  chemically 
treated  prior  to  delivery.

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole  of 
the  Borough.  The  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  River  Stour 
at  two  outlets  without  previous  treatment.

Public  Cleansing: 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  is  carried 
out  officially  by  the  Corporation.  House  refuse  collections 
are  made  weekly,  a  Scammell  motor  vehicle,  fitted  with 
canvas  covers  to  render  the  process  of  loading  as  dustless  as 
possible,  being  used  for  this  purpose.  A  trailer  is  attached  to 
the  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  waste  paper,  rags,  and 
bones.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Controlled  Tip 
situated  in  Richborough  Road,  where  it  is  compacted  and 
the  banks  of  the  tip  covered  with  grass  sods  previously 
removed  prior  to  tipping.  This  method  of  disposal  has 
proved  quite  satisfactory.

Rodent  Control: 

A  part-time  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  to  carry  out  the 
work  of  rats  and  mice  infestation. 

During  the  year  43  complaints  of  minor  infestations 
were  received  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with.

HOUSING. 


During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  war-damaged 
houses  were  repaired  and  made  habitable.

Local  Authority: 

The  scheme  for  the  development  of  the  Sandwood  Hous¬ 
ing  Estate  for  200  houses,  shops,  and  bungalows,  was  adopted 
in  January,  1945,  when  the  lay-out  submitted  was  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1949  further  progress  was  made  on  this  estate  by 
the  completion  of  a  linking  concrete  road  between  Laburnum 
Avenue  and  St.  Bartholomew’s  Road,  giving  additional 
frontage  for  30  houses. 

Contracts  were  let  for  59  houses  of  the  3-bedroom  types 
in  blocks  of  pairs,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  57  houses  were 
completed  and  occupied  on  the  estate. 


Private  Enterprise: 

During  the  year  seven  new  houses  were  erected,  and  two 
houses  re-built  as  a  result  of  enemy  action. 

Plans  were  submitted  and  approved  for  several  new 
houses,  but  owing  to  the  restriction  of  a  ratio  of  one  private 
house  to  nine  houses  for  the  Local  Authority,  building 
licences  were  not  available. 

Despite  the  fact  that  96  new  houses  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied  as  a  result  of  private  enterprise  and  the 
Corporation  since  1946,  this  district,  in  common  with  many 
others,  is  experiencing  a  great  housing  shortage,  which  has 
produced  a  long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses. 
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SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  136  inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  bakehouses,  dairies,  and  other  food  preparing 
places  in  the  Borough.  No  defects  were  found. 

Meat: 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war  all  slaughtering  in  the 
Borough  ceased,  and  the  work  is  now  carried  out  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Centralised  Slaughtering  Scheme. 

In  October,  1948,  the  slaughter-house  in  Loop  Street 
was  licensed  for  the  slaughtering  of  pigs  only  in  connection 
with  the  domestic  pig-keeping  scheme. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  36 — al)  the  carcases,  after  examination,  were  passed  as 
being  sound. 

Condemned  Food: 

During  the  past  year  the  following  foodstuffs  were  con¬ 
demned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption: — 

Meat,  27ib.;  Canned  Foods,  2051b.;  40  sacks  of  cabbages. 

Ice  Cream: 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  on  the  1st  October,  1939,  makes  it  compulsory  for  all 
premises  used  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  for  sale  of  ice 
cream  to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Supply  of  Serum: 

The  South-East  Kent  Hospital  Management  Committee 
have  arranged  for  stocks  of  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  to  be  held 
at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  which  is  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin 
Order,  1910. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

A  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtHeria  was  adopted  and  came  into  force  in  the  latter 
part  of  1940.  Up  to  the  end  of  1949  the  results  were  as 
follows: —
